State water allocation panel files recommendations

A subcommittee of the Santa Barbara County Water Agency Advisory Committee, 
Wednesday hammered out its version of recommendations and statements on state 
“water pricing, allocation and financing,” in a marathon six-hour session in Santa 
Ynei. 
All five subcommittee members sat through the lengthy session without recess. 
Before it was concluded, however, the time pressure began to tell. One member was 
left with only minutes to catch a plane, another was going to be late for a dinner he’d 
“already paid for.” 
It was the 18th and final meeting for the subcommittee headed by T.F. Van Natta, 
chariman and representative of-the first supervisorial District. With him until 
end were A1 Paul of the second district; Art Scott of the fourth district; Arve R. 
Sjovold of the third district; and Maurice Twitchell of the fifth district. Charles H. 
Lawrance, engineer-manager of the Water Agency, and his secretary, Lucille N. 
Honda, were also on hand as staff members. At their elbows and frequently in the 
forefront of the deliberation was Stanley C. Hatch, legal counsel for the Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation District. In fact it was Hatch who wrote the final docu­ 
ment of statements and principles and the preliminary draft of the recommenda­ 
tions. 
The cast of characters is important for readers because of their eventual 
impact (Mi the final wording of the recommendations. The list of recommendations 
goes now to the full water advisory committee and whatever survives will go on to 


the Water Agency itself. The agency, headed by Fourth District Supervisor Robert L. 
Hedlund, is really the Board of Supervisors wearing other hats. 
In the audience Wednesday was another important cast of characters: Robert Hib- 
bits, Dorothy Robinson and William Cooper, all recent appointees of Hedlund, the 
supervisor, to the Water Agency Advisory Committee, and individuals who will even­ 
tually vote on the pricing and allocation recommendations; and a Lompoc delegation, 
headed by city attorney Alan Davidson, and including A1 Thompson, head of Lom­ 
poc’s water department. Also on hand were Virgil Phelps, member of the Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation District Board of Directors, representing Division 2 in 
Lompoc, and Bob Hunt, of the County Farm Bureau. Phelps was formerly a member 
of, and until Hedlund reconstituted it, chairman of the full water advisory commit­ 
tee. 
Members of Van Natta’s subcommittee slogged their way, paragraph by 
paragraph, and in some cases, syllable by syllable through 26 pages of statements 
and principles; and 10 pages of recommendations. Hie index alone covered more 
than six pages; and definitions covered another eight. The committee effort in the 
words of one observer, was a prime example of blood, sweat and tears. 
One of the crucial issues, which was set forth in the recommendations, was one ef­ 
fecting cost distribution for state water, and one that will have a powerful impact on 
the Lompoc Valley taxpayer in years to come. 
Going into Wednesday’s session, the crucial recommendation was labeled 
“Railroad Ticket Method of Cost Distribution” and included some language vital to 


the Lompoc area, specifically this sentence: “The county shall consider reasons Me 
limited adjustments in the resulting cost distribution ... to mitigate historic tax in­ 
equities relating to existing water projects.” The historic tax inequities language 
refers to the fact that Lompoc Valley taxpayers, along with all the other county tax­ 
payers, have been paying the taxes to finance an annual payment of $100,000 to the 
Cachuma Project and $50,000 annually to the Twitchell Project, neither of which 
benefits the Lompoc area directly. 
The language on mitigation, etc., was important for Lompoc because it indicated 
that the edge might be taken off the impact of the Railroad method of payment. 
Under the Railroad method of payment, the entity at the end of the line would pay the 
most for state project water, and Lompoc stands at the end of the line. Some 
observers have indicated it would be only fair for a countywide financial under­ 
standing to help Lompoc in view of the payments through the years by the area’s resi­ 
dents for water projects that benefited other areas. 


Attached to the recommendation as the subcommittee members began work 
Wednesday was a minority statement indicating some preference for a “straight” 
railroad system, presumably minus the mitigation language. 
After considerable debate, the members finally rewrote the recommendation to in­ 
clude the opposing views in one statement. 
Other recommendations also indicate the subcommittee’s opposition to direct sub­ 
sidies for purchase of state water by agriculture and that the county itself will be the 
“wholesaler,” to contract with local water purveyors. 
U.S.-Soviet 
arms talks 
to continue 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 
States and the Soviet Union today an­ 
nounced a Geneva meeting in May to 
continue strategic arms talks and to dis­ 
cuss the Middle East. 
But Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko warned at a Moscow news con­ 
ference that “considerable differences 
now exist in the policies of the United 
States on the U.S.S.R. And they are not 
going to decrease.” 
“Soviet leaders have a lot of tolerance 
and the tolerance is not exhausted yet," 
said Gromyko, who will meet in Geneva 
with Secretary of State Cyrus Vance. He 
apparently referred to the failure to 
reach any agreement on arms limitation 
in Vance’s trip to Moscow this week. 
The two governments issued a joint 
communique which was unusual for its 
lack of detail about the Moscow 
meetings. But it provided some signs of 
cooperation 
Despite Soviet rejection of two U.S. 
arms plans — and U.S. rejection of a 
Russian proposal — Vance and Gromy­ 
ko will continue the arms talks in 
Geneva in early May, the communique 
said. 
“The sides have agreed to continue the 
consideration of these issues (limiting 
arms and disarmament),” the com­ 
munique said. Vance and President 
Carter announced Wednesday the 
Geneva talks would include arms. 
The communique also said that, during 
the Moscow talks, the two sides: 
— Agreed that cooperation between 
the two nations, who are co-chairmen of 
the Geneva conference on the Middle 
East, “is essential in bringing about a 
just and lasting peace in the area ” 
— Agreed that Vance and Gromyko 


would discuss the Middle East in May. 
— Reaffirmed the “importance of the 
Quadripartite Agreement of September 
1971,” under which the four World War II 
allies sought to defuse Berlin as a poten­ 
tial crisis spot and which opened travel 
between the two Germanies and the two 
halves of Berlin. 
The communique said Vance and the 
Soviets also discussed the Belgrade 
prepartory conference, scheduled for 
later this year as a follow-up to the 
Helsinki conference on European 
security. That was one of a number of 
non-disarmament talks which apparent­ 
ly produced some agreement. 
They also discussed the situation in 
Cyprus and southern Africa, but the com­ 
munique did not mention any agreement 
on those subjects. 
The communique concluded by saying 
that “several specific understandings” 
were produced. But it did not give 
details. 
U.S. officials said they are waiting for 
the Vance party to return with the 
specifics of any agreements. But they 
said U ndersecretary of State for 
Management Richard Moose went to 
Moscow with Vance with the specific as­ 
signment of negotiating an agreement to 
ban the use of microwave radiation or 
other possiMe health hazards aimed at 
the other side’s embassy 
The State department has charged — 
and the Soviets have denied — that the 
Soviets have bombarded the U.S embas­ 
sy in Moscow with high levels of radia­ 
tion. 
After the U.S. complaints were made 
public, the level of the radiation dropped 
sharply, according to the State Depart­ 
ment. 
Vance gives report on 
Moscow talk failure

LONDON (UPI) — Secretary of State 
Cyrus VAnce arrived in London today to 
report to the British government on the 
failure of his Moscow talks to reach any 
agreement on arms limitation with the 
Soviet Uni (Mi. 
Vanoe flew to London from West Ger­ 
many where he said President Carter 
would be “very reluctant” to step up the 
arms race because the Soviet Union has 
rejected his “very fair package” for 
limiting strategic weapons. 


In Moscow, Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko told a news conference 
today the Soviet Union rejected U.S. 
proposals on strategic arms limitation 
because they were “one-sided” and 
would damage the security of the Com­ 
munist nation and its allies. 


“I would like to express the hope that 
U.S 
leaders will stand on a more 
realistic position, taking Soviet security 
into consideration, and not try so much 
to achieve one-sided privileges,” 
Gromyko sadd. 


In London, Vance said: “I was disap­ 
pointed that we didn't make any progres­ 
s’’ in the disarmament talks in Moscow. 
But we’ll continue to work on the mat­ 
ter,” he said. “ Mr. Gromyko and I will 
be meeting again in May.” 


Vance reported to West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt on the im­ 
passe in his negotiations in Moscow 
before going on to London for a similar 
session with Prime Minister James 
Callaghan On Friday he will report to 
the French government. 


Speaking to reporters after hearing 
Vance’s report, Chancellor Schmidt said 
he doubts that either the U.S. or Soviet 
governments believe they have reached 
the end of the road. 


(In a joint communique issued in 
Washington the United States and the 
Soviet Union announced today that 
further talks on arms control will be held 
in Geneva in May and that the high-level 
negotiations will also include the Middle 
East problem.) 
A reporter asked if Vance expected 
President Carter to increase American 
arms programs because Moscow has 
rejected his proposals for limiting 
strategic weapons 
“I think that he would be very reluc­ 
tant to have to take that sort of action, 
Vance replied. “He is one who has had 
the strongest convictions that we must 
seek ways to reduce the arms race, and 
he would far prefer to be able to take 
steps which would not increase the 
acquisition of arm s.” 


“ I do not believe in the word 
breakdown,” Schmidt said when asked 
for his opinion of the outcome of Vance’s 
talks in Moscow 
"If I interpret it 
properly, both our American friends as 
well as their Soviet counterparts are of 
the opinion that this is not the end of the 
road. 
“Mr. Vance has told us a number of 
working groups soon are to be dealing 
with a number of problems. 


“I personally believe that now, as in 
the past, the basic interests of the United 
States and the rest of the Western world 
as well as the basic interests of the 
Soviet Union inspire a strong desire for a 
Salt II agreement and that one perhaps 
cannot expect concrete results from a 
single meeting ” 


Vance flew to Western Europe to as­ 
sure America’s allies the Soviet Union is 
still committed to a long-term strategic 
arms accord despite the breakdown in 
U.S.-Soviet talks. 
Four saved from disabled sloop 


LONG BEACH (UPI) - All four 
persons aboard a missing 35-foot sloop 
have been rescued by a Coast Guard cut­ 
ter “in good condition” and the dis­ 
masted yacht was taken in tow some 65 
miles southwest of Point Conception. 


A Coast Guard spokesman said the 
crew of the Geisha was “resting comfor­ 
tably” aboard the cutter Venturous and 
would be transfered about midmoming 
to another Coast Guard cutter, the Point 
Judith, which would tow the crippled 


vessel into Santa Barbara, arriving 
about noon. 


The missing sloop, the object of a two- 
day, 10,000-square-mile sea and air 
search after it radioed a distress signal 
in heavy seas Monday night, was found 
Wednesday by Coast Guard aircraft. 


Aboard the Geisha were its owner, 
Allen H Allen, 39, Novato, Pat Dajack, 
35. Mathew Moorehouse, 39, and Richard 
Krough. home towns unknown. 


Economy 
rebounds 
in February 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - New jobs and 
a demand for new factory production are 
helping the economy rebound from the 
January freeze, the Commerce Depart­ 
ment reports. 
February saw a 0 4 per cent rise in the 
index of leading economic indicators — 
used to foretell the future direction of 
the economy — and a 18 per cent in­ 
crease in new factory production. Both 
categories were down in January. 
But with the good news, came a 
cautionary note. The administration said 
the recovery may stall later in the year 
unless Congress approves financial 
stimulus including the $50 rebates for 
taxpayers. 


Testifying Wednesday before a House 
banking subcom m ittee. A ssistant 
Treasury Secretary Daniel Brill said it 
was important for the federal govern­ 
ment to “put money promptly into the 
spending stream ... (so) a growing 
economy will not stall out.”

Senate to delay consideration 
of tax rebate until mid-April 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Senate 
Democratic Leader Robert Byrd said to­ 
day the Senate will put off consideration 
of President Carter’s proposed $50 per 
person tax rebate until after an Easter 
recess ending in mid-April. 
The Senate leaves April 7 and Byrd 
said there would be no action on the tax 
bill “until after we come back because 
we cannot finish it in four days” of work 
next week. 
Senate Republican leader Howard 
Baker agreed there is not time to con­ 
sider the bill prior to the Easter recess, 


partly because the GOP — preferring a 
permanent tax cut to the rebate — in­ 
tends to introduce a number of amend­ 
ments to the measure. 
Even before Byrd officially announced 
the delay, it appeared action would be 
put off because of a lack of interest 
among the bill’s “supporters," many of 
whom are angry at Carter’s plans to cut 
off money for water projects in their 
states. 
While no one was saying something as 
important as a tax bill should be held 
hostage because of public works pro- 


jects, it was clear the administration s 
“hit list" has cooled the party loyalty of 
some Democrats who might otherwise 
actively support Carter on the rebate. 
Another key part of the President’s 
economic stimulus package, a $4 billion 
public works jobs bill, also has been 
delayed Although different versions of 
the jobs bill have passed both the House 
and Senate, there has been no conference 
to negotiate the differences because of a 
dispute over a Senate addition of $9 
billion for construction of water treat­ 
ment plants. 
Crash flight data on way to U.S. 


SANTA CRUZ DE TENERIFE, Spain 
(UPI) — A Spanish air force plane carry­ 
ing vital recordings of plane movements 
and radio contacts left today for 
Washington where experts will study 
them in an effort to establish the exact 
cause -of the worst disaster in aviation 
history. 
The Spanish plane carried the flight 
data and cockpit voice recorders of both 
planes and a copy of the control tower 
voice tape 
William R Haley, chief of the National 
Transportation Safety Board team that 
has been investigating Sunday’s runway 
collision of a Pan American 747 and a 
KLM 747. said the read-out of the 
recordings will start Monday. 
Haley also said preparations were ex­ 
pected to be completed Thursday for the 


return of the remains of the victims The 
disaster killed at least 577 persons. 
Haley told reporters it was “an­ 
ticipated that KLM and Pan American 
crews will assist in the identification of 
the voices of crew members on the 
cockpit voice recorders.” 
He said the tapes “will assist us in our 
inquiry of the directions given by the 
control tower. The flight data recorders 
will help us in determining the speed and 
direction of the airplanes and whether 
the KLM rotated .’’ 
Rotating’’ refers to the pilot of a 
plane pulling back on the control yoke to 
bring the craft’s nose up off the ground 
when ft reaches takeoff velocity. 
“It is important that we coincide the 
tower u»pes with the movements of the 
aircraft and determine where the air­ 


craft were when the various statements 
were being made,” he said. 
Haley did not comment on statements 
Tuesday by Spanish and Dutch officials 
that the KLM pilot started down the 
foggy runway without a final takeoff 
clearance. 
Haley said he did "not believe at all” 
reports that the air controllers had a 
television set in the tower and were 
watching a soccer game between Spain 
and Hungary at the time of the crash 
He said that following the release of 
the bodies, expected for later today, the 
remains of the American victims will be 
flown to Dover AFB in Delaware for 
another attempt at identification Most 
bodies are charred and mangled 
Survivors, family members and of­ 
ficials late Wednesday paid homage to 
the dead. 
Jobless pay extension compromise okayed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - House and 
Senate negotiators agreed today on a bill 
extending for seven months an 
emergency program that allows jobless 
Americans in many states to receive an 
extra 13 weeks of unemployment com­ 
pensation. 
The recession-born program expires 
today. The House recently voted to ex­ 
tend it another year, through March 31, 
1978 The Senate voted Wednesday for a 
six-month extension through Sept 36. 
A House-Senate conference committee 


today compromised on a seven-month 
extension through Oct. 31. Those already 
signed up for the extra benefits then 
could continue drawing them through 
Jan 31, 1978 
The House and Senate are expected to 
quickly approve the compromise and 
send it to the White House for signature. 
Congressional officials said that even 
though the program expires today, no 
one is expected to lose any benefits 
because these are paid a week or more 
behind anyway. 


Unemployed persons are allowed to 
draw up to 39 weeks of unemployment 
compensation under permanent federal 
and state programs The extension will 
allow an additional 13 weeks—bringng 
the total to 52 —in 31 states and Puerto 
Rico, which have insured unemploy­ 
ment rates over 5 per cent. 
The law that is expiring allowed up to 
65 weeks in some states. Individuals 
already between the 52nd and 65th wee$ 
will be allowed to continue to draw extra 
benefits through April 30.

liquefied natural gas (LNGl 
plant siting, the Governor’s Of­ 
fice of Planning and Research 
(OPR) has been informed by 
County 
Environmental Coor­ 
dinator Albert F Reynolds. 
Reynolds stressed the need 
“to plan for the impacts“ of 
such developments along the 
county coast in making a joint 
request with county planning 
officials for a $2.000 grant from 
OPR to get suitable identifica­ 
tion of best funding sources and 
prepare further grant requests 
“ to plan for these energy 
projects.” County supervisors 
earlier had supported a grant- 
seeking program. 
Preparations at this time are 
needed for energy-related plan­ 
ning and impact mitigation 
because the petroleum in­ 
dustry’s rate of development — 
artifically depressed for some 
seven years by the Interior 
D ep artm en t’s 1969 drilling 
moratorium edict — now looms 
large on the horizon. Reynolds 
showed 
The m oratorium was im­ 
posed after Union Oil Com­ 
pany’s Platform A blowout in 
1969 and Reynolds pointed out 
the anticipated new develop­ 
ment surge is likely to come at 
once instead of having had to 
occur gradually over the seven- 


year moratorium period. 
The county has inadequate 
resources to deal in a com­ 
p r e h e n s i v e 
fashion 
with 
“ cumulative im pacts of a 
greatly expanded oil and gas 
program.” Reynolds told OPR. 
As his letter went forward. 
Exxon Corp. reportedly had 
begun drilling multiple wells 
from its huge new platform in 
deep w ater in the Western 
Santa Barbara Channel under a 
Federal permit, while Chevron, 
U S A., former Standard Oil Co. 
of California, has now applied 
for a Federal permit to set up 
what would be the 15th drilling 
platform in the Santa Barbara 
Channel 10 miles southwest of 
Ventura. 


At the same time, the county 
supervisors have called on 
Clean Seas, Inc., the petroleum 
industry cooperative, to agree 
to demonstrate its oil cleanup 
capabilities by responding to a 
surprise offshore oil spill test. 


Reynolds informed the state 
office that oil-related develop­ 
ment in Santa Barbara County

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Carter hangs tough 
on Russian setback 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Carter will await the 
next round of U.S.-Soviet arm s 
talks in May before drawing 
any negative conclusions about 
the Russian rejection of his 
“ radical” proposal to reduce 
strategic nuclear weapons. 
But, hanging tough in what 
a p p e a re d to be h is firs t 
diplomatic setback. Carter said 
if it appears the Soviets are not 
acting in good faith he will con­ 
sider the “development and 
deployment of additional wea­ 
pons." 
Whatever happens, he said, 
he will not modify his strong 
support of human rights 
During an impromptu news 
conference Wednesday, Carter 
sought to apply an optimistic in­ 
terpretation to the Soviet rejec­ 
tion of the proposals Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance carried to 
Moscow 
"M y guess is th a t this 
proposal is so substantive and 
such a radical departure in put­ 
ting strict limits and reduc­ 
tions on existing missiles and a 
prohibition against the develop­ 


ment or deployment of new 
missiles in the future that the 
Soviets simply need more time 
to consider it,” Carter said. 
The President was asked 
whether the rejection would af­ 
fect his decision on the B1 
bomber and other U.S. weapons 
systems. 


“Obviously, if we feel at the 
conclusion of next m onth’s 
(May’s) discussions that the 
Soviets are not acting in good 
faith with us and that an agree­ 
ment is unlikely,’’ Carter said, 
“ then I would be forced to con­ 
sider a much more deep com­ 
mitment to the development 
and deployment of additional 
weapons.” 


The talks between Vance and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko will be continued in 
the first half of May in Geneva. 
Carter said although he will be 
in Europe about that time for 
the western economic summit 
and a NATO council meeting, 
he has “ no intention at this 
tim e” of taking part in the 
negotiations 


He called the basic American 
proposal “a fair, balanced and 
substantial reduction in the 
arms race which would have 
guaranteed, I believe, a perma- 
ment lessening of tension of 
mutual benefit to both our 
countries.” 
Although the two U.S. options 
for strategic arms reductions — 
one which included new weap­ 
ons and one which included only 
existing missiles and bombers 
— were the heart of the Moscow 
talks, Carter said both sides 
had agreed to set up working 
groups to discuss these other 
subjects: 


— Demilitarization of the In­ 
dian Ocean. 
— Mutual limits on arms 
sales, nuclear testing and the 
export of nuclear materials, 
and a ban on chemical and 
radiological warfare. 


— Advance notice and limits 
on missile testing, and safe­ 
guards for reconaissance satel­ 
lites. 
— Limits on spending for civil 
defense. 
Measure permitting laetrile 
use goes to floor of Senate 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
bill permitting use of the con­ 
troversial cancer treatm ent 
laetrile in California was sent 
to the Senate floor Wednesday 
on a unanimous vote of the 
Health and Welfare Committee 
The measure (SB245) by Sen 
William Campbell, R-Hacienda 
Heights, cleared the committee 
on an 8-0 vote despite opposition 
from the Brown administration 
and the California Medical As­ 
sociation. 
Campbell argued that persons 
should have freedom of choice 
in seeking tre a tm e n t for 
cancer 
“ We live in a free society, but 
today it's a lot freer.” the law­ 
maker said 
Under the bill, doctors would 
be allowed to prescribe laetrile. 
hailed by some as an effective 
trea tm e n t for can cer and 
denounced bv others as a form 


of quackery. 
Federal laws make it illegal 
to import the substance and the 
state bans its use as a medical 
treatm ent. 
Campbell amended the m eas­ 
ure and dropped two companion 
bills (SB246-247) to narrow the 
scope of the legislation to the 
use of laetrile only. The moves 
w ere aim ed at m ollifying 
criticism that the legislation 
would legalize the use of other 
non-approved substances 


The amendments would re­ 
q u ire th a t p rio r to being 
prescribed laetrile, patients 
sign a consent form which con­ 
tains information on the advan­ 
tages and disadvantages of 
laetrile treatm ent and other 
more orthodox treatments. 
Hannah Jorgenson of the 
California Medical Association 
said. "The state cannot advo­ 


cate and approve something 
that is potentially harmful or 
hasn't been shown to be any 
good " 
Department of Health offi­ 
cials opposed the original three- 
bill package on grounds it would 
undermine state laws against 
cancer quackery. The officials 
said they could not take a 
d e fin ite p o sitio n on th e 
amended bill until they studied 
the changes. But they indicated 
they probably would still op­ 
pose the measure. 
Chambers Bryson, chief of 
the departm ent's food and drug 
section, said the agency was op­ 
posed to use of drugs whose 
“ safety and efficacy" have not 
been proven in the same man­ 
ner as legal drugs 
The c o m m itte e h ea rin g 
Wednesday was devoted to op­ 
position testimony. Proponents 
were heard last week.

Italian Senate okays 
austerity compromise 


ROME (UPI) - The Italian 
Senate today easily approved a 
com prom ise au sterity plan 
needed to gain a $530 million in­ 
ternational loan to bolster the 
nation's ailing economy. Com­ 
m unists and S ocialists ab ­ 
stained from the voting. 
The cabinet of Prim e Minis­ 
ter Giulio Andreotti met after­ 
ward to discuss the austerity 
measures — agreed upon by the 
government and Italian labor 
un io n s — and to rev iew 
eeonomic conditions in Italy 
Voting figures were not an­ 
nounced. but only Andreotti’s 
136 Christian Democratic sena­ 
tors and two Liberals said they 
voted in favor of the package 
Communists. Socialists and 
Social Democrats, whose neu­ 
trality on other issues has 
allowed the minority Christian 
Democratic government to sur­ 
vive for the past eight months, 
abstained 
Only six Republicans and 15 
m em bers of the right-wing 
Italian Social Movement voted 
no on the measures, which must 
be approved by the Chamber of 
Deputies before April 8 
But most lawmakers predict­ 
ed easy passage and Andreotti 
himself said. “ I am certain that 
this accord will be approved." 
The belttightening was neces- 
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sary to win the loan from the 
International Monetary Fund 
and maintain the international 
financial 
com m unity’s con­ 
fidence in Italy. 
Andreotti's compromise with 
the unions would allow the 
government to raise the prices 
of urban transportation, elec­ 
tricity and newspapers, without 
matching wage hikes. 
In return, he would abandon 
two points of an austerity plan 
he proposed Feb 7 — banning 
workers' benefits above those 
contained in national labor con­ 
tracts. and prohibiting pay 
hikes designed to counter 
higher taxes on consum er 
goods

But Meeds, in asking that the 
am ount in his bill be cut 
further, said the Carter ad­ 
ministration was “ very ada­ 
m ant" in calling for a $100 
million ceiling 


The Senate passed a bill spon­ 
sored by Sen Henry Jackson, 
D-Wash., calling for a $400 
million appropriation to help 
finance the “ w ater bank” 
program designed to save 
perennial crops

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Death penalty backers seek votes 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Senate backers of legislation to rein­ 
state the death penalty in California today concentrated their ef­ 
forts on a last-minute campaign to round up crucial votes. 
Senate Republican leader George Deukmejian, author of the bill 
(SB155). said behind-the-scenes lobbying by senators and law en­ 
forcement officials was aimed at persuading undecided lawmakers 
to support the measure. 
The bill was scheduled for floor debate and a vote in the Senate 
today. 
Tlie “urgency” bill required 27 votes, a two-thirds majority, for 
passage. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. has promised to veto any capital 
punishment bill reaching his desk and the same two-thirds vote 
would be needed to override. 
Deukmejian, of Long Beach, authored the 1973 capital punish­ 
ment law declared unconstitutional by the state Supreme Court. 
He said if the legislature failed to enact a death penalty law this 
year, he would launch a campaign to place a capital punishment in­ 
itiative on the November 1978 general election ballot. 
The Deukmejian bill would impose capital punishment for 
murder committed under “special circumstances” including the 
slaying of a police officer, murder for hire, murder during a rape 
or kidnaping and murder by torture. 
It has been endorsed by the law enforcement establishment, in­ 


cluding Attorney General Evelle Younger, a Republican contender 
for governor. 
When the state Supreme Court declared the California capital 
punishment law unconstitutional last Dec. 7, it said the statute did 
not follow U.S. Supreme Court guidelines which allow for introduc­ 
tion of evidence showing mitigating circumstances. 
Deukmejian attempted to meet that objection by including a 
provision in the bill allowing convicted murderers found eligible 
for the death penalty to attempt to prove such circumstances ex­ 
isted at the time of the crime. 
If a jury found that a defendant eligible for the death penalty 
was. for example, mentally disturbed or under the influence of 
drugs at the time of the slaying, he could be sentenced to life in 
prison without possibility of parole. 
The bill prohibits the execution of persons younger than 18, but 
would allow the death penalty to be imposed on a person whose 
perjured testimony resulted in the execution of another. 
As in previous death penalty bills, the Deukmejian proposal 
provides for automatic review of each capital punishment case by 
the state Supreme Court. Deukmejian added, however, a provision 
ordering the court to make a ruling within five months after it 
receives the case. 
The bill also provides for punishment of life without possibility of 
parole for murderers if the bill is declared unconstitutional.

Agreement near on LNG terminal 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
Democratic assemblyman says 
he is “close to agreement” with 
the Brown administration on a 
bill designed to speed up state 
approval of a liquefied natural 
gas terminal. 
Assemblyman Terry Goggin 
of San Bernardino, chairman of 
an Assembly energy subcom­ 
mittee which must act on any 
LNG bill, said Wednesday he 
expected a decision by the ad­ 
ministration “one way or the 
other this week.” 
Goggin said he has been 
negotiating with administration 
officials on amendments to an 
LNG bill aimed at assuring a 
decision by the state on the 
location for a new terminal by 


Feb. 1. 
Richard Maullin. chairman of 
the state Energy Commission, 
confirmed the negotiations and 
said if agreement was reached 
with Goggin it was likely no 
special session on LNG would 
be needed 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
has said he was considering a 
special session to accelerate 
LNG proposals. 
M eantim e, 
A ssem blym an 
Bill Dannemeyer, R-Fullerton, 
c ritic iz e d the Brown ad ­ 
m inistration for failing to 
p ro d u ce a s p e c ific LNG 
p ro p o s a l a s q u ic k ly a s 
promised 
“ F o r w eeks w e’ve been 
promised a specific legislative 


proposal by the governor,” he 
said " I ’m beginning to believe 
his office is nothing more than 
beads and m irrors.” 


Goggin said his amendments 
would call for “remote siting” 
to encourage location of the 
LNG terminal at either Point 
Conception or somewhere off­ 
shore 


LNG prom oters. Southern 
California Gas and Pacific Gas 
& E lectric, have said they 
prefer siting the terminal at 
Los Angeles Harbor or Oxnard 
but also have proposed Point 
Conception as an alternative. 
The administration recently 
has put its weight behind of­ 
fshore siting despite opposition 


by the utilities. However, the 
administration does not want to 
rule out the three onshore sites 
if an offshore terminal cannot 
be approved swiftly. 
Goggin’s proposed amend­ 
ments also specifically desig­ 
nate the state Coastal Commis­ 
sion as the state agency to ap­ 
prove an LNG site. 
Previously, the administra­ 
tion was considering whether 
the authority should be granted 
to the Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion. The Coastal Commission 
now generally has authority 
over coastal development and, 
for technical reasons, some at­ 
torneys felt a special session 
would be needed for any switch 
of authority to the PUC.

Six prepaid Medi-Cal health plans axed

federal standards 
In making the announcement 
Wednesday, the state Depart­ 
ment of Health noted that dur­ 
ing the past year the number of 
Medi-Cal beneficiaries enrolled 
in prepaid health plans has been 
cut in half from about 240,000 to 
120.000 
B ruce Y arw ood, deputy 
d irecto r in charge of the 
program, said only 13 plans 
h a v e 
s u r v iv e d 
th e 
a d ­ 
ministration’s “comprehensive 
evaluation” of prepaid health 
programs. Thirteen others have 


been scrubbed. 
Yarwood said the six failed to 
win renewal when their con­ 
tracts expired this month and 
the plans were unable to pass 
“ health maintenance organiza­ 
tion” screening procedures es­ 
tablished by the federal govern­ 
ment. 
The six are: 
— De Paulo Health Plan of 
Los Angeles, which served 6.100 
Medi-Cal beneficiaries and had 
a contract with the state since 
1972

— Santa Clara Health Ser­ 


vices Inc., Los Gatos. 3,200

Southgate. 8,700 beneficiaries, 
since 1972. 


— Quality Care Health Plan, 
L os 
A n g e le s , 
1.100 
beneficiaries, since 1974.

Grace Berry, resort resident, 
appeared almost in tears as she 
implored the supervisors to 
give every consideration to the

anyone,” W allace told her. 
“These are the rules for the 
running of the park by the 
county, and are to determine 
who are the permanent resi­ 
dents and who are not.” 
The rules to be made effec­ 
tive April 12 will apply to resi­ 
dents and transients. Perma­ 
nent residents will be allowed 
to stay on. while those utilizing 
trailers as vacation or second 
homes must move, the board 
earlier decided, in conjunction 
with Bureau of Reclamation 
directives.

Hart noted that an identical 
proposal has been introduced at 
the federal level by Congres­ 
sman Lagomarsino. “ Unfor­ 
tunately, it still appears that a 
system of national health in­ 
surance is years away.” said 
Hart. 


“Since the federal govern­ 
ment seem s unwilling or unable 
to do much about this problem. 
California has an opportunity 
through the legislation I have 
introduced today to provide

Rival property tax relief bills approved 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
gress was urged today to 
provide $48.7 million for con­ 
tinuing construction of Auburn 
Dam and the Folsom South 
Canal in California even though 
President Carter has scratched 
the project from his budget. 
The request cam e from 
Chairman Michael Glazer of 
the California Water Commis­ 
sion in testimony before the 
House Appropriations Commit­ 
tee 
G lazer, backed by some 
members of the California con­ 
gressional delegation, said 
funds should be appropriated 


for Auburn Dam to allow its 
construction to continue if it is 
found to be “seismically safe.” 
The project is on President 
Carter’s “hit list” of projects 
under study for possible elimi­ 
nation on environmental, eco­ 
nomic and safety grounds. 
The $740 million dam was ad­ 
ded to the list because of fears 
it mi ght c o lla p s e in an 
earthquake 
Glazer said the the entire 
project was “ soundly con­ 
ceived” and “important” to the 
state. 
“We urge your support for 
Auburn Dam and reservoir, 


'Moonie' deserters 
hail deprogramming 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Two young women who left the 
Rev Sun Myung Moon’s con­ 
troversial Unification Church 
say talks with “ deprogram­ 
mers' gave them a new start in 
life 
The women. Barbara Under­ 
wood. 25. and Leslie Brown. 23. 
with three other "Moonies" had 
fought legal efforts by their 
parents to get custody of them 
under conservatorship laws. 
But a San Francisco judge last 
week granted the parents tem­ 
porary custody after hearing 
the case for 11 days. 


Attorneys for the church ap­ 
pealed and the appellate court 
said the five could not be sent to 
a “deprogramming" center in 
Tucson. 
Ariz . without their 
consent 


Underwood and Brown said 
they decided to go ahead and 
talk to the deprogrammers, 
some of them ex-Moonies, and 
by Monday had changed their 
minds about the church, which 
discourages followers from 
contacting their parents or 
family. 
“ I just feel like I’m kind of 
breathing for the first time in a 
long tim e." said Ms. Under­ 
wood Wednesday “ Now I feel 


like I’m just starting my life 
over in so many ways, and I’m 
so grateful not to have to feel 
it’s wrong to want to see my 
parents.” 
D uring the h earin g , the 
parents claimed the church 
brainwashed 
their offspring. 
The M oonies claim ed the 
deprogram rnefs w ere “also 
guilty of brainwashing tech­ 
niques and one Moonie who fjed 
deprogramming last week said 
he suffered mental and physical 
abuses. 
But Ms. Brown said her talks 
with the ex-Moonie deprogram­ 
mers were “just a m atter of 
listening, just a m atter of being 
open and listening 
We had 
some heated argum ents at 
times, but there was no force at 
all.” 
Both young women said they 
lied during the hearings to 
protect the church. 
“ I wanted to be truthful, but I 
felt I had to p ro te c t the 
church." said Ms. Underwood 
Ms 
Brown said she could 
never go back to the church but 
added, “I don’t regret being in 
the church but I feel the power 
that's growing within it can 
become really dangerous — the 
total submission of your mind 
to central people.”

The bills now go to the 
Finance Committee where even 
the authors said they expected 
opposition and major revisions. 
Action on a third proposal 
(SB1) by Sen. Peter Behr. R- 
Tiburon. was delayed and 
another (SB2) by Committee 
Chairman John Holmdahl, D- 
Castro Valley, was rejected on 
a 3-3 vote. 
The Smith bill (SB12) is 
backed by the Brown adminis­ 
tration and would provide $715 
million in homeowner and 
renter property tax relief in the 
first year 
Under the plan.

Control to KLM: Maintain 
holding position. 
Control to Pan Am: Have you 
left the runway? 
Pan Am: No. 
Control to Pan Am: Continue. 
Advise us when the runway is 


clear. 
The KLM then began its take 
off.Observers felt the Dutch 
crewmen could have mistaken 
the last instruction to the Pan 
Am jetliner as an order to them 
to take off. It was not known 
which of the ground controller’s 
remarks to the two planes were 
prefaced by the planes’ flight 
numbers. Tower operators 
sometimes omit specific flight 
identifications in such radio ex­ 
changes. 
Tenerife’s Catholic bishop, 
Msgr. Franco Cascon, an 
Anglican clergyman, a pastor 
of the Dutch Reformed Church, 
a German Evangelical minister 
and a local Jewish leader of­ 
fered prayers for the peace of 
the dead and the recovery of the 
wounded. A number of the in­ 
jured are in critical condition in 
U.S. hospitals. 
Prayers drifted across the 
cathedral in Spanish, English, 
Dutch. German and Hebrew. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Assembly Criminal Justice 
Committee Wednesday shelved 
15 bills related to fixed-term 
sentences, keeping the door 
open for a vote on a measure 
backed by the Brown adminis­ 
tration. 


The majority of measures 
that in effect were killed con­ 
tained tougher provisions for 
prisoners than the adminis­ 
tration-supported bill (AB476) 
by Assemblyman Dan Boat­ 
wright, D-Concord, which was 
delayed for a vote pending 
amendments. 


One of the 15 bills, a measure 
by Assemblyman Dave Stirling, 
R-Hacienda Heights, would 
have approximately doubled 
the fixed terms now set under 
the Uniform Determ inate 
Sentencing Act (SB42), which is 
scheduled to go into effect July 
1. 


Boatwright’s bill makes no 
changes in the determinate 
sentences. It does, however, in­ 
crease the amount of time that 
can be served for aggravating 


circumstances. 


Stirling’s measure (AB387) 
also would have added one year 
to the base term for each prior 
felony conviction rather than 
each prior felony prison term 
as stated in SB42. 


It would also take away dis­ 
cretionary power of a judge in 
deciding if bodily harm or 
carrying a firearm demanded a 
heavier sentence. Stirling’s bill 
would require that such ag­ 
gravating circumstances be 
considered. 


The committee accepted 
amendments to Boatwright's 
bill, which was designed to ex­ 
tend prison terms for some 
violent criminals. The amend­ 
ments would reinstate a five- 
year lid on consecutive sent­ 
ences for non-violent crimes. 
However, such a lid would not 
be applicable to violent crimes. 


It would also give the Com- 
munity R el ea se Board 
(currently called the Adult 
Authority) nine months to study 
an estimated 4,000 cases of 


prisoners who would be eligible 
for parole on July 1. The board 
could have an additional three 
months if it filed a resolution 
with the legislature stating 
such reasons for an extension. 
Former Sen. Howard Way, 


Adult Authority head, said he 
believed the board could review 
the cases in nine months. The 
Brown administration has said 
it prefers giving the board an 
indefinite period of time to hear 
the cases. 


Boatwright’s 
amendments 
would also aUow a jury — 
rather than the law — to define 
great bodily injury and it would 
require a separate sentencing 
hearing only if requested by 
counsel.

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Kilianin to visit China 


PARIS (UPI) — The re-entry of China 
into the Olympic Games came a step 
nearer this week when Lord Killanin, 
president of the International Olympic 
Committee, announced he was going to 
Peking in April. 
China withdrew from the Olympic 
movement in 1958 to protest Taiwan’s 
presence on the IOC. 
The first indication that Peking was in­ 
terested in getting back into the main­ 
stream of world sport was in 1974 when 
the Chinese approached the IOC about 
rejoining. 
As in many other fields besides sports, 
Peking made it clear that it would only 
join if Taiwan was expelled and there the 
matter rested for almost three years. 
Killanin announced in 1975 he was going 
to Peking but the visit was always post­ 
poned and nothing more was heard from 
the Chinese until the Montreal Olym­ 
pics. 
At that time, many IOC members 
believed China put pressure on Canada to 
make sure athletes from Taiwan were 


not allowed into the country to compete 
and considered it a major victory when 
the Canadian government, thinking of its 
trade relations, did ban the Taiwanese. 
Killanin will be going to Peking with 
Masaji Kiyokawa of Japan, a member of 
the IOC executive board who has been 
acting as a go-between. Later in the 
year, he was expected to visit Taiwan. 


Killanin will be listening for any 
change in the Chinese attitude towards 
Taiwan and promising very little. The 
IOC has often made it clear that it would 
not be willing to oust Taiwan, although 
the matter has never come to a vote. 


But some IOC observers believe that 
the IOC problem may be twisted around 
to put the odds on the Taiwan govern­ 
ment. This is what happened at Montreal 
when the IOC asked that Taiwan drop the 


official name and flag of the Republic of 
China and call itself Taiwan, a request 
which was refused. 
The IOC then said it could not help 
Taiwan, implying that it was Taiwan’s 
fault rather than a backdown by the IOC 
in face of the Canadian government. 
Thus when the question of Chinese 
entry is raised, some observers believe 
that IOC members may ask Taiwan to 
adopt that name instead of the Republic 
of China and if the Taiwan government 
refuses, as it probably would, then with­ 
draw its recognition and give it instead 
to Peking. 
Taiwan’s allies, such as the United 
States, would oppose any such move and 
they might be joined by the Soviet Union 
which will not be keen to have China 
eligible in the 1980 Olympic games in 
Moscow.

NFL owners discuss compensation 


PH O E N IX (U P I) - Now th a t 
everyone is in agreement over the new 
playing schedule, attention among the 
National Football League owners turns 
today toward an equally thorny question 
— retroactive compensation. 
It took a day for everyone to unders­ 
tand the new 16-game regular season 
schedule, which will take effect in 1978, 
and now that they all do, there is near un­ 
animous agreement it will work fairly 
and to everyone’s satisfaction. 
A1 Davis, who led the fight against the 
16-game schedule until he was able to 
modify the original format, says he is 
satisfied now that what all this will mean 
in the end is a lot more money for 
everyone — the owners, players and 
television networks — and more and 
evenly balanced football for the fans. 
There is some speculation that when 
Pete Rozelle and the NFL television 
committee sit down to negotiate a new 
contract within the coming weeks, they 
may ask for almost double what they got 
the last time. Under the old contract 
each of the league’s 26 clubs (not 
counting Tam pa Bay and Seattle) 
received $2 million a year in television 
money. 
“ We have a very saleable package 
now,” said Davis, alluding to the longer 
regular season and playoffs starting in 


1978. and it ought to be worth con­ 
siderably more than in the past.” 
The retroactive question won’t be 
solved any easier than the 16-game 
schedule proposal, and it may not be 
solved at all. 
It's been more than a year since the 
old Rozelle Rule was thrown out by the 
courts and in that time, 19 men who had 
played out their options signed with 
various other clubs. Theoretically, the 
clubs that lost these players are out in 
the cold and are not entitled to compen­ 
sation. Under the recently signed collec­ 
tive bargaining compensation is spelled 
out clearly. 


For instance, if a player who is making 
$200,000 plays out his option and signs 
with another club, his new club has to 
reward his old one with two No. 1 draft 
choices If he is making from $125,000 to 
$200,000. the compensation is a No. 1 and 
a No. 2 draft choice The scale slides all 
the way down to he lowest salary 
schedule 


Naturally, the clubs which were hurt 
the most during the past year are in the 
forefront of the fight here to work out a 
compensation schedule that is fair. All 
agree that the schedule that takes effect 
starting now may be too severe to apply 
to the 19 currently affected players. 


Art Modell of the Browns, who signed 
Paul Warfield during this no-rule period, 
says he believes Miami should be com­ 
pensated and he's willing to sit down and 
talk with the Dolphins Wellington Mara 
of the Giants, who signed Larry Csonka, 
also feels the D olphins d eserve 
something. The Dolphins lost a third 
man — Jimm Kiick (Broncos), so it’s 
pretty obvious Joe Robbie is leading the 
fight here. 
Commissioner Rozelle has kept hands 
off on the debate and his only comment 
on the question when it was put to him 
was “personally. I’d like to see each case 
handled by the clubs involved But at the 
same time I can understand why some 
clubs would want to have it spelled out so 
that the whole question can be solved 
quickly and without acrimony.” 
Other players besides the Miami trio 
involved in the current debate and their 
current clubs are Calvin Hill, Jean 
Fugett. Ernie Janet, John Riggins and 
P at Sullivan of W ashington. Glen 
Holloway of San Francisco. Ron Jessie 
of Los Angeles, Ted Kwalick of Oakland. 
Duane Thomas and Ron Johnson of 
Dallas. John Babinecz of Philadelphia. 
Bob Bums of Tampa Bay, John Gilliam 
of Atlanta. Ed Marinaro of the New York 
Jets. Ahmad Rashad of Seattle and Mike 
Weger of Houston.

Maravich hits 26, 
Jazz continue streak

The New Orleans Jazz, in a classic case of too little too late, rolled to their seventh 
victory in a row Wednesday night. 
The Jazz, with no shot at the playoffs, set the Phoenix Suns back 112-100 to set a 
club record for consecutive wins. 
Once again, the story was defense. 
“I always knew we could play this well if we played tough defense,” said New 
Orleans Coach Elgin Baylor, whose club is in fifth place in the Central Division. “ And 
the last seven or eight games we’ve been playing very aggressively and very 
together.” 
Baylor, who took over the coaching job from Butch van Breda Kolff in 
December, now finds the Jazz in position to top last year’s record At 34-42, and with 
six games to go, New Orleans is four wins short of last season’s mark. 
Pete Maravich, the league’s top scorer, led the way with a game-high 26 points, 
while Jim McElroy had 23. 
Baylor traces the Jazz’ resurgence to strong third-quarter play. Whereas the team 
would once fold up they now bear down. 
“ At one time we used to give games away in the third quarter, but now the guys are 
concentrating on defense and especially the last few games we’ve been playing great 
defense,” said Bavlor. “ Our defense kept us in the game in the first half when we 
only shot 37 per cent.” 
Phoenix was led by Alvan Adams with 19 points and Dick Van Arsdale and Butch 
Feher with 16 each.

'The 
Bird' to have surgery

Mark “ the Bird’’ Fidrych, Detroit’s 
hyperkinetic pitching sensation, was told 
Wednesday he will undergo knee surgery 
and in all likelihood be lost to the Tigers 
until June. 
The 22-year-old right-hander tore car­ 
tilage in his left knee while shagging fly 
balls on March 20 but then reinjured 
himself last Sunday during a workout. 
He is scheduled for surgery on Thursday. 
It was not injury but time that leveled 
John “ Boog” Powell. 
The 35-year-old slugger, and one-time 
Most Valuable Player, was released by 
the Cleveland Indians Wednesday. 
“I’m naturally disappointed,’’ said the 
6-foot-3 pow er-hitter, who spent 13 
seasons with the Baltimore Orioles. 
“ But I feel very confident that I will 
catch on with another team .” 
For Fidrych and the Tigers, the injury 
is a devastating setback 
“ Naturally, this a tough blow to our 
club,” said T igers’ Manager Ralph 
Houk. whose club finished in a dismal 
fifth place last season, “ You hate to see 
these things happen But you can’t look 
back We’ll have to bring up another 
young picther to fill his spot.” 


Whether the struggling Tigers can find 
anyone to fill Fidyrich’s spot is another 
m atter. The Worcester, Mass., native, 
who talks to baseballs and made Bird 
lovers of fans across the league last 
season, had a 19-9 record to go along with 
a 2 34 ERA and walked off with the 
American League’s Rookie of the Year 
award. 
“ He is expected to spend about a week 
in the hospital,” said a club spokesman 
from the team ’s Lakeland. Fla., training 
base “ And it is hoped he will be on 
crutches not more than three weeks and 
be able to start baseball workouts in six 
or eight weeks." 
“ In all hopes, from what the doctors 
tell us,” said Houk. he’ll be all right the 
first of June—and we’ll go from there. 
It’s all part of baseball. It’s all part of 
sports.” 
For Powell, his release comes after an 
unproductive and injury-ridden season in 
which he hit just 215 with nine homers 
and 33 RBIs. It was a long way from the 
1970 season when he belted 35 home runs, 
hit .297 and knocked in 114 runs with 
Baltimore en route to the MVP award. 
Elsewhere. John 
Montefusco and 
Nolan Ryan turned in impressive stints 
Wednesday and appear ready for opening 
day Ryan, the Angels’ smoke-throwing 


right-hander, turned in seven strong in­ 
nings as California defeated Seattle 5-3. 


Montefusco, who claims he can win 25 
games this season, also worked seven 
good innings as the San Francisco 
blanked Oakland 5-0. Meanwhile, Willie 
McCovey. will be returning to the Giants 
after enjoying a hard-hitting spring The 
39-year-old McCovey, a free agent, had 
been with San Francisco for 15 seasons 
but had played most of the last three 
years with San Diego. 


In other action, Chris Chambliss 
blasted a three-run hom er as the 
Yankees stopped the Red Sox 8-5...Gene 
Tenace drove in three runs with a double 
and a home run to spark San Diego to an 
8-5 win over Milwaukee...Carl Morton 
and Nelson Briles combined for a four- 
hitter to top Toronto 5-2...Don Sutton, in 
a tuneup for opening day, went seven in­ 
nings as Los Angeles edged St. Louis 7-6 
as the Dodgers concluded the Florida 
portion of spring training .

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'Key witness' in Kennedy 


assassination kills self 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
Russian-born professor who ap­ 
parently killed himself in 
Florida Tuesday had said he 
“was responsible for” the ac­ 
tivities of Lee Harvey Oswald 
in Dallas, according to prevous- 
ly secret minutes of the House 
assassinations committee. 
The minutes of a closed ses­ 
sion March 17 also included 
testimony that the professor, 
George De Mohrenschildt, had 
indicated “there were others 
involved in the actual shooting” 
of John F. Kennedy. 
The transcript was released 
Wednesday night after the pan­ 
el won House approval to con­ 
tinue its investigation of Ken­ 


nedy’s murder in Dallas in 1963 
and Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr.’s death in Memphis in 1968. 
The vote was 230 to 181, only 
houis after the controversial 
chief counsel, Richard Sprague, 
resigned. 
Chairman Louis Stokes, D- 
Ohio, accepting Sprague’s 
resignation with “deep regret,” 
said he was releasing the 
transcript of a March 16 ex­ 
ecutive session in which 
Sprague rebutted charges by 
former chairman Henry Gon­ 
zalez. D-Tex. 


But Sprague’s rebuttal spilled 
over to another closed session 
the next day, and that 


transcript contained previously 
unreleased details of the com­ 
mittee’s preliminary infor­ 
mation on De Mohrenschildt. 
The 65-year-old language pro­ 
fessor’s body was found Tues­ 
day in the Palm Beach home of 
his sister-in-law in what police 
said was suicide. 
According to the transcript, 
staff member Robert Tannen- 
baum said Willem Oltmans, a 
Dutch journalist who had 
covered the Kennedy assassina­ 
tion, approached the committee 
to say “he befriended a fellow 
who looms in the shadows of 
this whole investigation. His 
name is George De Mohren­ 
schildt.”

PALM BEACH. Fla (UPI) - 
Authorities say they are holding 
the personal papers of suicide 
victim G eorge de M ohren­ 
schildt. the mysterious friend 
of Lee Harvey Oswald and a

Sheriff’s Police Lt. Richard 
Sheets said Wednesday authori­ 
ties were holding “certain per­ 
sonal papers” belonging to de 
M ohrenschildt, described by 
sources as a form er CIA agent, 
but he declined to say if they 
pertained to the Kennedy assas­ 
sination. 
Deputies said de Mohren­ 
schildt killed himself late Tues­ 
day in a drawing room at 
socialite Charles Tilton Ill’s 
w aterfront mansion with a 
shotgun belonging to his host.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
F orm er D em ocratic p arty 
c ha i r man Robert Strauss, 
former Ohio Gov. John Gilligan 
and former Wyoming Sen.

Mohrenschildt’s 
sister-in-law 
and hostess — and his daughter 
Alexandra, 33, were absent 
from the mansion at the time. 
The family chauffeur and two 
maids were home at the time, 
but didn’t hear the shot.

In Washington, where de 
Mohrenschildt was described as 
a “crucial witness,” the suicide 
was among arguments used in a 
successful effort to have the as­ 
sassinations com m ittee’s life 
extended. 
De M ohrenschildt, 65. an 
emigre from czarist Russia, 
denied in testim ony to the 
Warren Commission that he 
had been an agent for any 
government, but sources in 
Miami and West Palm Beach 
said he had been a CIA agent in 
Haiti in 1963, the year Kennedy 
was slain in Dallas. 
De M ohrenschildt was a 
prominent petroleum geologist 
and recently became a French 
teacher at D allas' Bishop 
College. Following an interview 
with Dutch journalist Willem 
Oltmans last month in Dallas — 
in which he allegedly admitted 
prior knowledge of the Kennedy 
assassination — de Mohren­ 
schildt vanished from Dallas. 
De Moherenschildt was a psy­ 
chiatric patient at Dallas 
Parkland hospital for 51 days 
late last year after a suicide at­ 
tempt. 


Oltmans. according to the 
transcript, said De Mohren­ 
schildt had been in contact with 
him for 11 years and had visited 
him in Holland several weeks 
ago. 
“The purpose of his trip was 
to divulge for the first time his 
knowledge of the assassination 
of the President, and he in­ 
dicated that he was responsible 
for Oswald’s activity, and that 
there were others involved in 
the actual shooting of the 
P r e s i d e n t , ” T a n n e n b a u m 
reported. 
“ What is significant, of 
course," Tannenbaum told the 
committee, “ is that George De 
Mohrenschildt is one person — I 
really have to underscore this 
— who is involved with Lee 
Harvey Oswald as a part of 
history; that is. he befriended 
Oswald and had his daughter 
care for Oswald’s wife and 
child while Oswald was living 
at a YMCA in Texas; so he is a 
person that is not a John Doe, 
who is coming forward, giving a 
confession to someone in the 
media.” 


Tannenbaum said he had lost 
contact with De Mohrenschildt, 
but said “ We have indicated to 
him that his information indeed 
was new. sensitive and unique 
and required further investiga­ 
tion. which, in fact, it does.” 
Subsequently, the committee 
traced De M ohrenschildt to 
Palm Beach and sent an in­ 
vestigator to talk to him. The 
investigator missed him Tues­ 
day morning and said he would 
return that night.

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Read labels, warranties to avoid 
trouble, consumer ombudsman warns 


BURBANK. Calif (U P I) - 
Consumers are basically lazy 
and could avoid a lot of 
problems if they would read 
labels and warranties, consum­ 
er ombudsman David Horowitz 
warns. 
“ If you're not informed about 
the laws to protect you. if you 
don’t read an insurance poiicy 
before you buy it and have 
someone explain it to you. 
you’re setting yourself up for 
problems later," warned Horo­ 
witz. 39. who does consumer 
reports for KNBC television 
“ Also, you have to be aware. 
Most people walk around in a 
fog all the time ’ 
Horowitz sees many exam­ 
ples of consumer problems on 
“ Action 4.“ a program on the 
local evening news that helps 


viewers get results when they 
feel they have been victimized. 
For example, he has helped a 
man get $23,000 on a disability 
claim he had been trying to set­ 
tle for five years; prompted 
companies to repair or replace 
fau lty products, and cut 
through red tape to get back 
Social Security payments. 
People are often embarras­ 
sed to ask questions of a 
salesman or to demand their 
rights, he said, which leads to 
problems 
“ People are basically lazy 
We go out and think we re being 
protected, but we don't know 
how We re not only lazy, we re 
embarrassed to stand up and 
demand our rights You have to 
fight." 
You also have to be aware, he 


said. In two other consumer 
shows, “ Consumer Guideline," 
also shown during the news, and 
“ Consumer Buyline,” a half 
hour consumer show that may 
be nationally syndicated, 
Horowitz shows consumers how 
to be aware by reading labels, 
comparing products and being 
smart enough to recognize a 
bad deal. 
Horowitz, who received his 
bachelor and master degrees in 
journalism, was a Hong Kong- 
based 
w ar correspondant 
before specializing in consumer 
reporting 
He has done doc­ 
torate work in public law and 
serves as an adviser to several 
consum er 
org an ization s, 
including the Los Angeles city 
and district attorney’s office.

He advocates consumer edu­ 
cation in the schools and says 
industry, 
not government, 
should be responsible for handl­ 
ing consumer problems. 
“ If the government has to 
step in to help consumers, it 
will cost us money. Govern­ 
ment and consumer agencies 
are not doing their jobs. If they 
were. I wouldn’t be getting the 
mail I’ve been getting. 
"The public hasn’t pressured 
politicians to do something. 
Government is totally inept at 
solving consumer problems.” 
Horowitz said most busi­ 
nesses are “ basically honest” 
and many are setting up con­ 
sumer departments within their 
firms. 
“ The problem is that they are 
uninformed about how to handle 
the consumer.” 
Senior citizens and women 
are the most vulnerable vic­ 
tims, he said. 
"Senior citizens are sitting 
ducks First, they are unaware 
of their rights, products of a 
society that didn’t learn to 
protect themselves. And they 
are living on fixed incomes and 
don’t know how to use the 
system. 
"And women are shot on 
from everyone because they 
are the center point for all con­ 
sumerism since they do the 
shopping, bring in the cars to be 
repaired, buy the appliances.” 
Of the nearly 1.500 letters his 
staff of eight receives each 
week, most concern automobi­ 
les. he said. 
“ Everybody has a problem 
with his car. And that’s because 
people don’t know how a car 
operates.” 
He said people com plain 
about everything from faulty 
m ufflers to tires that are 
blemished 
Other trouble areas include 
m a il 
o rd e rs , 
w a rra n ty 
prob lem s and consum er 
magazines, the very publica­ 
tions that are supposed to aid 
the buyer. 
“ There are very few good 
consumer magazines. Some 
don't really give you the infor­ 
mation you need for getting 
results yourself. And a lot of 
people have realized there is 
money to be made in con­ 
sumerism 
Some magazines 
even advertise companies that 
we have had problems with.” 
Horowitz admits he has an 
edge most consumers don’t — 
the b ackin g of a m ajo r 
televison station and the threat 
of massive public exposure. 
“ It gives me a lot of gratifica­ 
tion to be able to change the 
system Having the power of a 
tv station behind you. you can 
get things done that are just in­ 
credible.” 
He said consum ers are 
desperate for help 
“ People come up to me like 
I'm a public agency They don’t 
ask for my autograph, they ask 
for advice. People need help so 
badly they don't know who to 
turn to ” 
Horowitz, who considers him­ 
self an investigative reporter, 
is zealous about being a good 
ronsumer and has instilled good 
consum er q ualities in his 
daughter and wife.

Consumer group urges stricter 
controls on used vehicle dealers 


SAN DIEGO (U P I) - A con­ 
sumer group has called for 
regulation of the used motor 
vehicle industry as “ im ­ 
perative” because, they say. ly­ 
ing by salesmen is common and 
consumer distrust substantial. 
“ The used motor vehicle in­ 
dustry is one of the lesser 
regulated 
industries directly 
dealing with the public in the 
United States," the California 
Public Interest Group said in a 
report on a survey of 182 used 
motor vehicle dealers. 
“ It has become clear that 
regulation is not only neces­ 
sary; it is imperative.” the 
student-financed group said in 
the report it prepared for the 
Federal Trade Commission 
“ The public needs and 
deserves some controls in this 
industry to assure that used 
motor vehicles sold in this 
country are com paratively 
safe, are as advertised, are a 
reasonably good investment for 
the consumer and are a source 
and means of transportation 
rather than of economic crisis 
and-or disaster.” 
The group, with FTC finan­ 
cing. investigated sales prac­ 
tices and tactics of used car 
dealers and surveyed consumer 
attitudes before preparing the 
report for presentation at FTC 
hearings in Los Angeles and San 
Francisco. 
The city chosen for the sur­ 
vey. San Diego, has the ninth 
largest metropolitan population 
in the nation and ranks seventh 
in the nation in cars and trucks 
on the road and 11th in cars 
alone 
I 
The research group sent 36 
trained test buyers to 182 
dealerships, haggled with and 
questioned salesmen, took 156 
cars out for diagnostic tests, 
returned them without buying, 
informed sellers of defects dis­ 
covered in the tests, and. with 
substitute test shoppers, asked 
about defects in follow-up 
visits. 
“ Used motor vehicle dealers 
do not regularly disclose known 
defects — what they know is 
wrong with their cars.” project 
director David Rogoff, holder

Report card 


We were rather intrigued 
this week over a report issued 
by the Legislative Committee 
of the California Women for 
Agriculture. 
For the second consecutive 
year, the com m ittee has 
released what they call their 
“Worm Watchers Index,” an 
ongoing legislative monitoring 
program to oversee the voting 
records of all members of the 
Legislature on agricultural is­ 
sues and report the findings to 
the agricultural communitv. 
Their report is similar to a 
report issued by Common 
Cause 
and environm ental 
groups in their monitoring at 
the Legislature. 


The Legislative Committee 
based their report on 11 Senate 
b ills and nine A ssem bly 
measures dealing with land 
use, tax and cost shifts to 
agriculture, labor relations, 
employe housing, pesticides, 
milk pricing and the re­ 
funding of the Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board. 


Twenty-six members of the 
Senate and Assembly scored 
an ‘A’ grade in the ratings and 
36 members of the Assembly 
and nine members of the 
Senate receive an *F* rating. 
A m o n g t he a s s e m b l y 
members receiving an *F* 
rating who represent large 
agricultural 
constituencies 
was our Assemblyman Gary 
Hart. Hart did not vote for a 
s i n g l e 
p r o - a g r i c u l t u r e 
measure listed in the survey. 
State Senator Omer Rains did 
not fare well either, receiving 
a ‘D’ grade. 
California 
Women 
for 
Agriculture is a statewide 
organization of consumers and 
women in agriculture who are 
concerned about the survival 
of the State s number one in­ 
dustry, agriculture. Formed 
last year for the purpose of 
fostering better relations

W hat 
is g o in g on. la d ie s and 
gentlem en, is that the Dem ocrats want 
to increase a m ajority that is already

But according to our source, the North 
V ietnam ese believed they had a com m it­ 
m ent for im m ed ia te econom ic a s ­ 
sistance A Joint Econom ic Commission 
began work on the reconstruction effort, 
but then closed down. The North Viet­ 
nam ese looked upon this as a violation of 
the peace agreem ent and, therefore, 
began preparing for their final m ilitary 
offensive, the source said. 
The secret Nixon letter, he said, was 
actually part of the codicil. 
The State 
Dept, began passing it off as a private, 
presidential letter after Congress got too 
too inquisitive, he said. 
He pointed out that a presidential let­ 
ter is less binding than a formal codicil 
and. therefore, less likely to disturb 
Congress. The State Dept, could also 
justify withholding presidential papers, 
but not a secret codicil, from Congress. 
The condicil consists of three parts, 
our source said The m ain docum ent, ad­ 
dressed to Pham Van Dong, offers the 
controversial $3.25 billion in “ grant aid 
This was prepared before the peace 
treaty was signed in P aris but was not

afterw ard, the source said. 
Reading from his notes, he quoted ex­ 
cerpts from the codicil. It does not 
spell out the details of the $3.25 billion 
reconstruction plan except to state; 
"O ther form s of aid will be agreed upon 
by the two sides.” 
The Jo in t 
Econom ic Com m ission 
began to work out these details before it 
was disbanded 
It was agreed that the 
United States, for exam ple, would con­ 
struct an entire steel mill and a modern 


therm al power station in North Vietnam. 
The 
N orth V ietnam ese, in turn, 
agreed to spend 85 per cent of the aid 
money in the United States, but could 
spend up to 15 per cent elsewhere. The 
purchases from A m erica w ere sup­ 
posed to include pre-fab housing, ce­ 
ment. sheet glass, plumbing and other 
construction m aterial. 
Wolff wants to establish exactly what 
secret com m itm ents w ere m ade to 
North Vietnam Then he would like to 
determ ine how much of the promised aid 
might be covered by the m ilitary con­ 
struction that the United States aban­ 
doned in Vietnam 
But for m any Am ericans, the big ques­ 
tion is w hether Nixon and Kissinger 
made a secret deal with Hanoi behind 
their backs. Wolff has sought unsucces­ 
sfully to get the Nixon codicil or letter 
from the State Dept. Our source says the 
original is m ysteriously missing from 
the files.

The average property owner wouldn’t 
dream of splitting off part of his parcel 
and selling it without benefit of clergy, 
so to speak. Neither would that same in­ 
dividual dream of letting his garbage or 
trash container overflow in front of his 
house and not do something about it. 
But that sam e average homeowner 
would, and has built 
fe n c e s , w a lls and 
other 
appurtenances 
with gay abandon, that 
is without wondering 
if the construction is 
within the law. 
Some, in the words 
of one city official, 
“dont’ give a damn,” 
but others build in ig­ 
norance. 
It has been com ­ 
monplace in the past 
year for the Planning 
Commission to consider requests for 
variances from fence height limitations 
and even for variances from location 
requirements. 
Usually a request for a variance in 
such cases is a euphemism, because in 
the words of the noble Frenchman, they 
are fait accom p li, or already a c­ 
complished. already built. 
There is a certain heart tug in some of 
the requests and fairly regularly, the 
commission bends rather than to impose 
the implacable iron fist. Here is one of 
the letters on one such case that tells it 
all . Dear Sirs. We have built a fence on 
the side of our home at the com er of 
Blank Avenue and Blank Street in Lom­ 
poc. We recently bought this home and 
had to replace the fence as the old one 
was falling apart. 
“Last week my husband worked all 
week building the fence as follows: 
6 
feet high and 68 feet long and one foot 
away from sidewalk, like so many other 
fences in the area. A building inspector 
cam e by and told him he needed view 
clearance from the alley so he tore down 
8 feet and made a clearance 8 feet from 
the alley and 5 feet from the sidewalk. 
He also said the fence should not be 6 
feet high. The fence is very well con­ 
structed and does not obstruct views 
from any direction. We wish to leave the 
fence as follows ” (and there followed a 
sketch showing how and where the fence 
had been built.) 
The letter writer is correct: there are 
a lot of fences that violate the strict let­ 
ter of the law. Variances have been is­ 
sued for some of them, but some con­ 
tinue to live in sin, so to speak. 
Needless to say the homeowner who 
concedes the point and applies for the 
blessing of the city on whatever the con­ 
struction is, has to be given a lot of 
credit In many cases, the fence, if that’s 
what it is. is a credit to the community. 
Problems are different with concrete 
block walls. They require building per­ 
mits and in some cases, even engineer­ 
ing assistance. In either case 
the city 
has more control over the projects
